A Chicago Man Dissatisfled With 
Ten Dollars for His Wife.

7 CHICAGO, Sept. 25.—As evidence "th a 
case of assault and battery in Justice Fos- 
ter’s court, a contract was produced by 
which M. F. King sold his wife to Henry 
Reuter for 310, about a year ago. King 
met Reuter on South Clark street last 
ight, and struck him on the neck. Reuter 
naturally resented the blow, and Officer 
John. Lehman arrested both men for en- 
gaging in a street fight. 

Reuter pleaded self-defense and then 
King explained how the attack came 
about. He said he sold his wife to Reuter 
for $10 several months ago, and since then 
the pair had lived together.

George Colgate’s „ Remains Found 
Mangled by Wild Beasts. |

MISSOULA (Mont.,) Sept. 25.—The Mis- 
soulian tomorrow morning will contain, a 
sensational story of the recovery and 
burial of the remains of George Colgate, 
the deserted cook of the notorious hunt- 
ing party headed by William E. Carlin, 
the son of Gen. Carlin, late commander of 
the Department of the Columbia. 

The discovery was made about August 
28 by Lieut. Elliott, eight miles below the 
spot where the desertion occurred on 
Clearwater River. All that remained of 
Colgate’s body was a thigh-bone and one 
leg, these mangled and gnawed by wild 
beasts infesting that region. At the same 


spot was also found a match-box, fishing- 


‘line, and other articles identified as Col- 
gate’s property.

Any dey way bring news of a 
battle in northern Kotea, and of the sail- 
ing of 50,000 troops from some point on the 
coast of the Gulf of Pe-Chi-Li, but as 
the decisive time approaches the Japanese 
authorities grow more apd more deaf to 
appeals for information. They frankly de- 
clare that secrecy is one of their. chief 
conditions of sued. This belief is not 
agreeable to the newspaper correspondents, 
who have recently arrived from San Fran- 
cisco, and who strongly desire to be ad- 
mitted to the confidence of the govern- 
ment.

— A dispatch from 
Tien-Tsin says an imperial edict has been 
issued by the Emperor of China, express- 
ing regret at the death of Gen. Tso, killed 
while leading the charge at the battle of 
Ping-Yang: The Emperor has ordered 
posthumous honors to be to the dead 
general, and imperial favors have been be- 
stowed upon his family. 4 
Lieut. Chang, first lieutenant of the 
Chin-Yuen, the Chinese warship sunk at 
the battle of the Yalu River, has reached 
the Chinese camp on the banks of the 
Yalu River. He reported that the captain 
of the Chin-Yuen escaped drowning, but 
he died of his wounds.

Going to the rear of Bloomfield Skile’s 
bank, Conklin dismounted and, leaving a 


boy to hold his horse, he entered the bank, 


by a rear door, wearing a mask. Ap- 
proaching the cashier, J. D. Milstead, he 
ordered him to put up his hands. Mil- 
stead refused to comply at first, and said: 

“What are you doing? What's the matter 
with. vou?“ 

“Hold up your hands or I'll show you 
what's the matter with me,” spoke up 
Conklin, at the same time placing the 
stock of his gun to his shoulder. Cashier 
Milstead took to his heels and left the 
bank by the rear door. Conklin lost no 
time, and in a moment gathered up all 
the money in sight, $411. Edward Alli- 
son, who was in the bank at the time 
Conklin entered, ran out upon the street 
andeave the alarm. After pocketing the 
money, Conklin went out of the bank 
through the rear door, and was just 
mounting his horse, when the Constable 
arrived upon the scene. The Constable 
ran up to Conklin and pulled him off his 
horse. Conklin jerked away from him, 
however, and ran down the street in the 
direction of the Courthouse. 

John Nighswonder tried to catch Conk- 
Un, who opened fire on him, shooting him 
through his coat, but inflicting no bodily 
injury. Nighswonder stumbled back 
blinded with the smoke and powder, ana 
the daring robber kept on running in the 
direction of the Courthouse. By this time 
he was being followed by a, number or 
citizens who had heard the alarm given 
from the bank, and the pursuit was a hot 
one. Men and teams dashed in the direc- 
tion taken by the robber, and guns and 
pistols. were brandished by all classes of 


| Citizens. 

On reaching the Courthouse Conklin 
tried to a horse and cart, but was 
knocked the cart by a well-directed 


brickbat: A few blocks north of the 
Courthouse, the masked.man was held up 
at the muzzle of a gun ®y Jule Cox and 
compelled to surrender. The mask was 
torn from his face, and it was then found 
that the Jesse James“ was none other 
than Ralph Conklin, whose days and 
nights have been spent in reading dime 
novels and yellow-covered tales of out- 
laws and bandits. The money taken was 
all recovered when Conklin was captured. 

The bank e on the most prominent cor- 
ner in the city, directly under the new 
Bloomfield Hotel, and the robber had to 
pass through part of the hotel and a 
drugstore in order to get into the bank. 
At the time the rofber entered there was 
no one in the ban save two men behind 
the counter. In jail Conklin said that 
four men came to his house on Sunday 
night and, drawing their pistols, made him 
promise that he would rob the bank. He 
further stated that if given his ÜUderty he 
would give the names of the men. The 
affair created much exgitement in Mt. 
Sterling, and the officers are now at work 
trying to learn if Conklin had any pals 
to help him plan the sa ry.

He Dilates Feelingly on the Duties 
of the Present 
Hour. 


Gov. McKinley Opens the Vampaign 
at Indianapolis — Republican 
Municipal Convention at 
San Francisco..

SARATOGA, Sept. 25.—The State Demo- 
cratic Convention to nominate candidates 
for Governor, Lieutenant-Governor and 
Court of Appeals Judge, was called to or- 
der here today by Senator Murphy, chair- 
man of the State Committee. He named 
David B. Hill as temporary chairman. 
Mayor Gilroy of New York and Hon. D. L. 
Wood of Erie escorted Senator Hill to the 
platform, and there occurred a remarkable 
scene. The vast body of delegates stood on 
chairs, waving handkerchiefs and yelling 
themselves hoarse, as from different cor- 
ners of the audience came demands of 
“Three cheers for Hill!“ Pandemonium 
reigned for at least five minutes. Senator 
Hill stood pale and motionless until the 
applause had subsided, and then, at 1:20 
o’clock,; began to speak, partially extem- 
poraneously and partly from notes. He 

“The unterrified Democracy of the Em- 
pire State assemble here today undismayed 
at the premature boasts and assumed con- 
fidence of our adversaries. We are not 
unaccustomed to their annual and moss- 
covered game. The political bluff is re- 
newed this year with extraordinary vehe- 
mence and unblushing effrontery. If vain. 
boasts alone can bring victory, their — 
is indeed won before it is actually - 
menced. But we beg to remind them that 
there has not been a campaign in this 
State during the past twelve years when 
they did not assume in August and Sep- 
tember that they had carried it, when, in 
truth, during that whole period, with a 
single exception, victory has perched upon 
our banners on the first Tuesday in No- 
vember of each year.

Senator Hill was frequently interrupted 
by applause, particularly in his arraign- 
ment of the McKinley tariff. President 
Cleveland’s name set the convention wild 
and Senator Hill’s commendations were 
loudly cheered. When he alluded to the 
A. P. A. and condemned its methods, there 
was applause from almost every person in 
the house. Allusions to the record of Gov. 
Flower evoked very hearty applause. At 
the close, the usual committees were ap- 
pointed and the convention adjourned un- 
til tomorrow at ‘noon. 

“There is mo situation, and there will 
be no situation, unti? William C. Whitney 
arrives in New York and gives his ulti- 
matum. If he says no, then there will 
be a hustle on the part of the prominent 
candidates, and undoubtedly the springing 
‘up of new candidates that would prolong 
this convention over Thursday,” said a 
party leader tonight. 

The convention meets in the Casino 
Rink, where Gov. Flower was nominated 
in 1891, at noon tomorrow. Lockwood of 
Buffalo will come into the field as a 
prominent candidate against John Boyd 
Thatcher, Frederick Cook and Judge Gay- 
nor, and the fight will be a lively one, 
if Whitney declines the nomination. The 
outline of the platform, as adopted by the 
sub-committee, to be presented to the full 
committee, is as follows: 

National Issues.—It congratulates the 
Democratic, administration on the careful 
and conscientious manner in which the 
business of the country is attended to by the 
appointment of efficient officers to the 

eads of public departments; congratulates 
‘the party upon the repeal of the Sherman 
‘law, which was eating out the vitals of 
the financial body politic; upon the repeal 
of the partisan legislation known as the 
Federal election law, which will lessen 
the expenditures of the nation by millions 
and promote purity of elections. 

Tariff.—It asserts the new tariff law will 
be a wise and excellent substitute for the 
McKinley bill, and as a whole will help 
the people and the country; declares 
against: future amendments to the tariff 
bill revision as a whole, but contends that 
necessary alterations can be made by the 
passage of special laws relating to the re- 
moval of duty from raw materials only. 

Business Interests.—The platform con- 
gratulates the country upon the revival of 
busifiess interests and believes this revival 
will continue, now -that the tariff matter 
is settled. 

Labor.—It declares the interests of labor 
should be fostered. by proper and neces- 
sary legislation. It advocates the amend- 
ing of the present conspiracy laws s0 as 
to more equally protect the workingmen 
and the employees. 

Equal Rights.—It declares against any 
concerted action which shall be in viola- 
tion of the Constitution, prohibit or inter- 
fere with the free exercise of any form of 
religion and deprecates any organization 
which would tend to any such result. 

The platform will in no way mention the 
income tax. 


INDIANA’S CAMPAIGN. 


Remarkable Speech by Gov. McKin- 
ley—Gen. Harrison. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Sept. 25.—Gov. McKin- 
ley, in a speech here today beginning the 
Republican campaign, opened with an 
eulogistic reference to the administration 
of President Harrison, under which, he 
said, the cOuntry - prospered as it had 
never prospered before or since. His ad- 
dress was devoted almost wholly to a dis- 
cussion of the tariff, especially the effect 
of the Democratic tariff law. 

Gov. McKinley presented a phase of the 
law recently passed which was a startling 
surprise to the audience. The sugar sched- 
ule (schedule B,) he said, in effect pro- 
vides for the continuation of the treaty of 
1875, made with the King of the Hawalian 
Islands, under which all sugar from those 
islands was admitted free. This provision 
was inserted by the Senate. It gives the 
Sugar Trust,“ said Gov. McKinley, an 
advantage which has not heretofore been 
suspected. The sugar production of the 
Hawaiian Islands is under the control of 
the Sugar Trust. That country is the 
field of its primary operations. The Dem- 
ocratic party took away from the sugar- 
raisers of the United States a bounty of 
$10,000,000 a year and bestowed a bounty 
of $6,000,000 a year on the sugar-producers 
of the Hawaiian Islands, giving them an 
advantage over not only the stgar-pro- 


P ducers of the United States, but of the. 


whole world outside of these islands.“ 

The revolt of the Louisiana planters 
against the party which had _ smitten 
them so heavily was referred to by Gov. 
McKinley, who pointed out that it was 
the Republican party, so freely accused of 
sectionalism, which had conferred benefits 
upon the Southern planters, and which 
had. been. opposed by Democratic states- 
men, and was removed as soon as the 
latter had an opportunity to do so. 
When we made the tariff law of 1890, 
and took away all the tariff from sugar, 
we gave to the tane-producers a bounty 
equivalent to the tariff, and we said in 
that law that the bounty should stand fif- 
teen years. This is all wiped out by the 
law of 1894. What is there more sacred 
than a solemn contract made with our own 
citizens ?”’ 

Touching on the question of money, Gov. 
‘McKinley said: Our money is all good, 
whether it be in silver, national bank 
notes or greenbacks, or treasury or gold 
or silver certificates—every dollar is good. 
To get the money out among the people is 
the serious problem today. To do this we 
must not only have something to sell, but 
be able to find somebody to buy. If we 
are compelled to keep it, we suffer the loss 
in whole or in part of wnat it costs us to 
produce it. The banks are filled with 
money. Money was never more plentiful 
or less employed than it is now. It is be- 
cause it is not employed that we have the 
stagnation in business which distresses the 
country, and the reason it is not employed 
is because the invitation to safe and profit- 
able investment is not presented. It is 
not the lack of money nor the kind of 
money that is the trouble, it is the lack 
of prosperous manufacturing and the ab- 
sence, of confidence in the party managing 


the government and the want of faith in the 


future. When confidence and hope are 
everywhere manifested, manufacturers are 
busy and labor is employed, and when both 
are engaged therein, with a fair profit 
and with fafr wages, then agriculture is 


prosperous, and money has free and 
healthy circulation.”’, * 
Gen. Harrison spoke as follows: 
My fellow-eitizens. The | delightful

“But the losses of the last two yearr 
have no such compensating thought. 
There is no good to be gotten out of them 
(laughter) excep. or guidance. y seem 
to have been of a retributive nature. Like 
the swamp into which a traveler was un- 
consciously driven, that has no ameliorat- 
ing suggestion except that they teach him 
to keep on the foothills and on the roads 
that are on the hilltops.

BLAINE’S WORK UND 
Brazil Terminates Her Reciprocity 
Treaty—More to Come.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Besides the 
reciprocity treaty with Brazil, which will 
lapse entirely on January 1 next, the United 
States has entered into nine other similar 
arrangements with other nations under 
the authority conferred by the McKinley 
act. The arrangements are with Spain 
and Cuba and Porto Rico, with the Domi- 
nican Republic, with Guatemala, with 
Germany, Nicaragua, Honduras, Austro- 
Hungary, Salvador and Great Britain, the 
last-named in the British colonies of Trin- 
idad, Barbadoes, the Leeward Islands, 
Nevos, Dominica, the Windward Islands, 
British Guiana and Jamaica. The first of 
these arrangements was made with Brazil 
on January 22, 1892, and the last with Sal- 
vador on November 29, 1892. 

It is expected that Brazil’s example will 
be followed by all the other nations con- 
cerned, with the possible exception of 
Spain, who will proceed more leisurely, in 
the hope of negotiating a treaty to replace 
‘the comercial arrangements. 

Senor Mendonca said today: Brazil's 
action is a necessary sequence to the 
enactment of the new tariff law by the 
United States, and there is no. significance 
in the action of my country beyond its 
doing its part toward the termination of 
a treaty, which the tariff itself abrogates. 
The original agreement gave either coun- 
try the privilege cf renouncing the treaty 
on July 1 or ng Los of any given year, 
by giving three months’ notice. The tariff 
law served to abrogate the treaty without 
any notice to Brazil, but our government 
saw fit to give the full notice, and the 
reciprocity rates for American goods ‘will 
remain until January in Brazil.” 

Senor Mendonca was asked as to the ef- 
fect of the change of the treaty. The rec- 
iprocity treaty,“ he said, “‘was chiefly ben- 
eficial to Brazil in sugar. Prior to it our 
sugar had only the domestic market, but 
the reciprocity treaty gave us the United 
States market. As a result our sugar 
trade to this country has trebled in the 
last three years. Our coffee trade, which 
‘was another main item, will not be affected 
by the change. On the part of the United 
States, the treaty gave advantages to this 
country on manufactured iron goods, rail- 
road supplies, lard and agricultural prod- 
ucts. The rates will not be materially 
raised against this country, and I am ex- 
pecting this country to make large in- 
creases in sending manufactured woolens 
to Brazil as a result of the new wool man- 
ufacturing induced by free raw wool in the 
new tariff law. Outside of this, few 
changes will ocur by the termination of 
reciprocity.”

He has received an autograph 
letter from Mrs, Stanford in reply, re- 
gretting that it is not in her power to 
relieve the distressed strikers. She ex- 
presses her obligation to the gentlemen 
who escorted me from the mountains to 
Oakland,” and says she sympathizes with 
the strikers whom she knows were led 
away by excitement and did not expect to 
do the company wrong. 

Mrs. Stanford said she has made ap- 
plication to the railroad officials to re- 
place the men dismissed for their connec- 
tion with the strike, but regrets that her 
requests have been ignored. She hopes 
that in time the men will be restored to 
their places and promises to continue her 
influence in their behalf. . 

THE LABOR COMMISSION. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 25.—Commissioner 
of Labor Wright, chairman of the United 
States Commission, appointed to investi- 
gate the Chicago strike, arrived in this 
city today. The committee, which ad- 
journed on August 30, is to reassemble at 
the office of the Department of Labor to- 
morrow, to decide whether any further 
testimony is needed, to hear or to receive 
any further suggestions with reference 
‘to the remedies that may be volunteered. 
Commissioner Wright says that he has 
done no work upon the subject since. the 
adjournment of the commission, although 
he has given it much thought during the 
while the testimony was being 
prepared. 

It is expected that the testimony will 
make about 2500 printed pages. Wright 
when seen by an Associated Press reporter. 
had not yet looked over his mail, and was 
unable to say whether any further vol- 
unteer testimony would be offered or not. 
The report should be in the hands of the 
President by the middle of November in 
order that he can make any suggestion 
he desires in regard to it in his annual 
message to Congress on the first Monday 
in December. 

“Do you anticipate any practical benefit 
from the work of the commission?’ was 
asked of Commissioner Wright. 

The commission was in no sense one 
of arbitration,” replied the commissioner, 
“as 50 many people suppose’ The law 
only contemplated an official investigation 
of the strike—the determination of its 
causes and suggestions, tending to 
remedy to be used as 4 basis of action, 
should any legislation looking to the cor- 
rection of any existing evil be deemed 
necessary. The commission is in no sense 
‘a judicial body, and has no er to con- 
demn any of the treaties. It will simply 
lay before the President an official inves-

IT LURES A TEXAS BOVINE TO 
DOOM. 


Exciting Chase After a Wild Steer by; 
Chicago Police—A Bulldog Fur- 
nishes an Incident—Beef: 
for the Cops. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. ' 
OHTOAGO, Sept. 25.— Texas steer gave 
some of the policemen of Chicago the 
wildést chase last night they have had 
for many a day. It was also the cause of 
the most intense excitement among the 
people of the stockyards, Englewood, Grand 
Crossing, Woodlawn, Hyde Park, Windsor 
Park and South Shore, through which it 
passed in its wild career. The steer was 
one among a dozen carloads of the wild- 
est animals that ever came into the stock- 
yards. The animal escaped, while being 
unloaded at the pens. Then oat 
mounted cowboys started in pursuit of the 
animal, and chased it south, until it was . 
Then, fearful lest the 
beast might do some person harm, the 
police ‘were noed, and requested to aid 
in the capture. The message was sent 
to afl the stations on the South Side and 
transmitted to the officers. . The order 
was issued to shoot the animal on sight. 
Several patro? wagons of officers’ took 
up the chase, and frequently shots in the 
direction of Stony Island avenue and loud 
Police calls showed in which direction 
the bovine was headed, and the wagon 
dashed along in hot pursuit. Soon the ani- 
mal and its pursuers entered the pre- 
cincts of Hyde Park, and the clattering 
hoofs and the rattling wagons woke up 
the sleepy patrolmen, and another call 
for help ‘was made. This time the Hyde 
Park wagon responded. Day began to 
dawn, and the tired and worn-out police 
finally saw the animal going in a gallop 
along Seventy-fifth street, and n down 
Bond avenue. They started in pufsuit, 
and, as they turned down Bond avenue, 
they saw a child, and the animal was 
making a direct line for it. The men 
blew their whistles and drew the attention 
of the child, and, seeing the danger, it 
ran screaming into a yard. 8 
The steer then kept on Bond avenue 
and turned into South Shore. Here stood 
a Chicago patrol wagon directly in is 
path. Not hesitating a moment, the steer 
lowered its head and advanced. The po- 


firing, while the driver. swung the horses 
about and drove into the woods. In thé 
melee Sergt. Sweeney lost his hat and 
several other policemen lost their nerve. 
When the wagon reached the cefiter ‘of 
the woods the policemen got out and pre- 
pared to amibush the enemy.

shoot. O’Keefe played hide and seek with 
the steer until he could get a chance to 
run, when he dodged benind another tres.

HENRY MARTIN'S WILL, 


The Case Goes to the Jury—Judge| — 
Ban Diego Prepared to Welcome With 


Coffey’s Charge. 
Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 
‘SAN FRANOI8SCO, Sept. 25.—The long- 


frawn contest over the will of Henry Mar- 


tin, the wealthy Trinity county miner, is 
nearly ended. The arguments of the law- | 


vers were concluded late this afternoon, 


and Judge Coffey delivered ‘his charge to 
the jury, which is to decide whether the 
estate shall be settled upon Henry Mar- 
tin’s widow or John Martin, Jr., the al- 
leged child, of Isabella Martin, widow of 
the testator’s deceased brother, John. 

Judge Coffey’s charge was regarded as 
rather against the interests of the child. 
He stated that the jury should decide sim- 
ply as to the genuineness of the alleged 
second will, the one in the boy’s: favor, 
and that the jury must be satisfied that 
Henry Martin wrote it before the will 
could be sustained; also that the propo- 
nent, the child, must prove the genuine- 
ness of the alleged second will by a pre- 
ponderance of evidence. He charged fur- 
thermore that if the jury believed the 
child’s mother, Isabella Martin, had fabri- 
cated or attempted to fabricate evidence 
in behalf of the child the presumption is 
raised that she believed the contention of 
the other side to be true. 

In conclusion, the Judge told the jury 
that it has nothing to do with a criminal 
prosecution for forgery which might follow 
a verdict against the second will. The 
jury retired at 4 o’clock. 

Baby John Martin has lost the fortune 
which his mother has tried to prove that 
the late Henry Martin had left to his 
nephew. The jury pronounced the will 
submitted by Mrs. John Martin in which 
Henry Martin left a large share of his big 
estate to her infant son a forgery. Judge 
Coffey denied this will to probate, and 
Mrs. Henry Martin will now come into 
possession of her husWand’s fortune. 

The jury voted 10 to 2 that the second 
Will was a forgery. Delmas asked that 
the jury be discharged, and that the court 
deny the will probate. This was done and 
the court adjourned. 

The fierce arraignment to which Greve 


L. Johnson was subjected by D. M. Del- 


mas in his closing argument in the Mar- 
tin case is likely to cause trouble between 
lawyers. Attorney Linforth, John- 


son's junior associate, says that Delmas 


was afraid that Johnson in his argument 
would attack him personally, so Delmas 
sent Arthur Rogers, his associate, to John- 
son requesting that personalities be 
avoided, and subsequently wrote a letter 
voicing the plea and telling Johnson that 
in his closing argument for Mrs. Henry 
Martin, nothing offensive to Johnson would 
be uttered.

RAISE A ROW. 


Ezeta’s Liberated Confreres Now en 
Route to Mexico. .

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 25.—When the 
steamer St. Paul sailed for Mexican ports 
today she, carried as steerage passengers 
Gen. Bolanos and Capt. Bustimfente, the 
San Salvadoran refugees. When Ezeta 
left the two here last Sunday it was with 
a promise to meet them. again on the Sal- 
vadoran frontier. Both men accepted the 
situation and prepared to follow their 
leader on the first opportunity. 

Bustamente received $40 from his chief, 
with instructions to meet him in Mexico. 
To. Bolanos was intrusted over $6000. His 
destination is Guatemala. With that sum, 
it is said, Bolanos is to begin to raise an 
army and be prepared to co-operate with 
his chief. They took passage in the steer- 
age in order to same as much money as 
possible. 

Mexican Consul Coney accompanied Bola 
nos and Bustamente to the steamer and 
introduced them to Capt. von Helms. In- 
stead of being put into the steerage they 
were gvien a cabin on the upper deck. 


Near to their quarters was the stateroom 


of Gen. A. Martinez of the Mexican army. 
Martinez is a great friend of the president 
of Mexico, and the men from San Salvo- 


dor as once fraternized. Martinez is one 


| Of the leading generals of the Mexicgn 


army, and it was said on the St. Paul that 
he was sent up here to render whatever 
assistance he could to the refugees. 

From present appearances. Ezeta_ will 
make ‘Guatemala his base cf operations. 
During the last war San Salvador com- 
pelled Guatemala to come to terms, and 
that country has been seeking a chance 


to get even ever since. With an army or- 


ganized in Mexico, Ezeta might march 
into Guatemala, and there join Bolanos, 
who would have prepared the way for him. 
Then, upon a favorable opportunity, they 
would invade San Salvador. 

The Salvadoran government professes 
little hope of having Juan Cienfuegos re- 
turned to it.. Attorney Pierson, who has 
represented the government of San Sal- 
vador in the extradition proceedings here, 
said today that he did not think .Cienfue- 
gos would be returned. He has no appeal 
except-to the President, but strong influ- 
ences are being brought bear in that 
quarter for his release. , Pierson said there 
is nothing in the rumors that Ezeta was 
in danger of rearrest on other charges had 
he not left the country. The government 
had taken the only steps against him it 
intended to take.

PROF. SWIFT’S TELESCOPE. 
The Great Instrument is Now in 
Position. 

MOUNT LOWE, Sept. 24.—(Special Cor- 
respondence.) Tuesday last was a mem- 
orable day in the history of science in 
Southern California. On that day the 
great 16-inch équatorial telescope of Dr. 
Swift was completed, and the same even- 
ing the distinguished astronomer pointed 
it to the heavens, to be astonished and 
delighted at the clearness and brilliancy 


familiar. objects presented when seen in 
this pellucid atmosphere. In one portion 


swept over by the astronomer while in 
Rochester, he found four new nebulae, 
and the record of this discovery will be 
sent to every astronomical station in the 


Southern CaHfornia’s new observatory. 
It wil arouse interest in the observatory, 
for it is well known to astronomers that“ 
we have nine degrees of unexplored, heav- 
ens as the result of the southern location, 


and the _ elearitess of the atmosphere 


eventually be discovered. 

Evef since Tuesday evening the revolv- 
ing chair of the observatory has been filled 
with visitors, anxious to take a look at 
Mars, the planet which of all others is 
now attracting so much actention. Seen 
through the 16-inch glass Mars is an es- 
pecially beautiful object. It appears as 
large as a full moon, and of course is far 
more fascinating by its wonderful color- 
ing. Directly’ on its equator is a vast 
mass of beautiful green, shading off into 
an -equally beautiful yellow, while the 
polar regions seem vast masses of snow 
and ice. The coloring leads one easily to 


lake, resplendent in gorgeous hues, which 
are set off in marked contrast by the po- 


lar bots. 

When the higher powers of the tele- 
scope are put in use, the canals, 17 5 
a 
aroused so much discussion, will clearly 
be seen, and, as the planet comes nearer 
and nearer to us, there is no reason to 
doubt but that important and interesting 
digcoveries will be made. 

The vividness of certain star clusters 
has especially delighted Dr. Swift by their 
distinctness. He expresses himself as 
charmed beyond measure at the prospect 
before him, and deems himself the most 


favored astronomer in the worl.

Altogether, as we have said, the 
signs are most favorable for a rapid 
development of the manufactuyng in- 
dustries of Los Angeles from now 
on, and this will do more than any- 
thing else to increase the population 
of the city. We should not only be 
able to supply our own wants, but 
have much to export. Nature has cer- 
tainly been very kind to this city 
and section. If our citizens show pub-

might have developed into a tragedy. 

This man Frye is one of the most 
worthless vagabonds who rose to the 
surface during the army“ movement. 
He had been driven out of San Fran- 
cisco, where he was accused of em- 
bezzling money contributed by his 
dupes. It is now stated that a secret 
order is being formed in all the large 
cities to spring a revolution at the 
next extensive strike. It is hoped by ö 
the boldness of the movement to draw 
the workingmen, a majority df whom 
would be loyal to the government, 
into this revolutionary scheme during 
the excitement and _ passions of a 
strike. 

It would be interesting to know 
what the Populists think about this 
programme.

50 cents per pound on an average in 
the English market; peaches, 50 cents 
per dozen; and pears 25 to 50 cents 
pew ba.ket. Mr. Blackmore claims 
that at these priéfes English fruit- 
growers cannot make a fair profit. 
If the gentleman has not been mis- 
quoted, and if his figures are correct, 
it would seem to be apparent that 
California fruits can be sent to En- 
gland and sold at a fair profit to the 
grower. Transportation.

AFTER MANY MONTHS 


A Defaulting Postoffice In- 
_ Captured. 


Andrew ne Laird at Last in 
the Toils of the Fed- 
eral Law. 


The Clever Swindler Must Return to 
Georgia to Answer for His 
Crimes—A Strange 
Career. 


Andrew Jackson Laird of La Grange, 
Ga., who has been under indictment, and 
for whom the Chicago and other authori- 
ties have been scouring the count y for 
the past twelve months, was apprehended 
in this city yesterday morning by Col. J. 
E. Stuart, postoffice inspector in charge of 
the Chicago division, and will be taken 
back upon a warrant of removal this morn- 
ing. 

The arrest of Laird, who has been in this 
city since May last, doing business un- 
der the name of Lewis ‘A. Jack, as an 
agent for the New York Life Insurance 
Company, was made in his office in the 
Burdick Block, by Inspectors Stuart and 
Flint, and both have just cause for pride 
in having captured him, for he is a crim- 
inal of no ordinary caliber.. 

The specific offenses for which he was 
indicted in June, 1893, by the Federal 
grand jury of the western division of the 
Northern District of Georgia are the em- 
bezzlement of $1095.31 money order funds 
of the La Grange postoffice, $820,76, funds 
received from the sales of stamps, etc., and 
the forgery and issuance of three money 
orders for $100 each, on, the Chicago post- 
office, payable to A. J. Locke. . 

Immediately after his arrest yesterday 
morning, he was escorted to the Federal 
building, and taken before United States 
Commissioner Van Dyke, ‘who, after hear- 
ing the testimony of Inspector Stuart and 
the defendant, and examining the certified 
copy of the indictmients produced by the 
Chicago officer, reported the facts to Judge 
Ross. A warrant of removal was promptly 
issued, and Laird remanded, in default of 
$5000 bail, to the custody of the Marshal}, 
who delegated Capt. A. W. Barrett and 
Deputy Rehling to take the prisoner back 
to Georgia. 

Some years ago Laird was a deputy 
under United States Marshal O. P. Fitzsim- 
mons of the Northern District of Georgia, 
but resigned to accept a clerkship in 
the postoffice department at Washington, 
D. C. He was subsequently transferred, 
however, to a clerkship in the War Depart- 
ment, but resigned to accept a position of 
postoffice inspector. While officiating in 
that capacity one of his daughters ‘was 
appointed postmistress at La Grange, and 
he at once returned home to fill the po- 
sition of assistant postmaster in that office. 

As such officer, he had access to and 
control of the books and funds of the

LOS ANGELES. Sept. 24.—(To the 
Editor of The Times:) I notice that Mrs. 
Tupper Galpin is lecturing on the Sec- 
ondary Causes of Alcoholism,’ and, speak- 
ing of workingmen, she is quoted as say- 
ing: “In the hand of each is the in- 
evitable tin pail containing the noonday 
meal, Could you examine it you would 
find it unappetizing, insufficient and in- 
nutritious.“ 

In my philosophic walks abroad I have 
noticed the lunch of these workingmen, 
while they have been eating it on the 
roadside and in shops. It is composed of 
good solid meat and bread and pie and 
cake. As far as the unappetizing“ por- 
tion goes, I have seen them all rush to. 
this lunch as soon as the clock strikes 
twelve, like boys to play; if it was not 
appetizing they would not run; they 
would’ walk. To perform the severe work 
they do for seve hours afterwards—in 
fact up to 6 o’clock—it must be nourish- 


ing. 

Mrs. Tupper goes on to say: 

“The workman’s abused body rebels and 
cries out for proper nourishment. He 
does not understand its demand, but 
knowing that stimulant will quiet the 
craving, he resorts to stimulant.’’ | 

Now the horney-handed son of toll likes 
a stimulant; nature calls for it, not on 
account of improper nourishment, poor 
food, but the natural demand for a bever- 

e to slack thirst and stimulate vitality. 

eer and whisky “do this better than 
water, hence our saloons are full of work- 
ingmen, There always will be the de- 
mand; there always will be the supply, 
in prohibitory States as well as in non- 
prohibitory States. The tired laborer de- 
mands these stimulants; the- invalid and 
the aged demand them; they furnish a 
temporary relief, also, for a lot of un- 
happiness.

In 1880 I obtained letters patent, running 
seventeen years, for identically the same. 
process, and, as my patent does not ex- 
pire until 1897, I hardly think tHe Patent 
Office would issue another patent before 
its expiration; in fact, I do not think 
they could do so. As far as preserving 
qualities go, there has, as yet, been noth- 
ing discovered that will equal the sulphur 
dioxide as a permanent preservative. The 
gas itself acts far better than the sulphur- 
-ous acid resulting from the absorption of 
the gas in water, but, unfortunately, in 
both processes, dhe article acquires the 
sulphurous acid taste, and, while I differ 
trom the writer to some extent in regard 
to the toxical properties of the sol ion, 
and, in fact, to the gas itself, the aste, 
both in meats and fruits, will condemn 


with the public. When I first discovered 
its great preserving properties, I experl- 
mented in every conceivable way to over- 
come this difficulty, as I realized the 


this could be done, I went to considerable 


fruits, etc., at the expositions at Chicago, 
St. Louis, Cincinnati, etc., but when, after 
experimenting for a number of years, I 
found that nothing could be done to pre- 
vent the destruction of the natural taste 
of the article preserved, I gave the mat- 
ter up, but the patent still holds good. 
My object in noticing this matter was 


thing in the same line, in which they are 
more directly interested. I mean the 
wholesale poisoning of our milk supply 
with salicylic acid, boracic acid, etc. Of 
course, I do not mean to charge that 


these preservatives, but the first-named 
is used by a great many. The churning 
incident to long trips, and the rapid deliv- 
ery to different parts of the city -naturally 
makes the milk sour quite: rapidly, and 
the dairymen are naturally anxious to 
get something that will overcome this 
difficulty, but the practice ‘should be dis- 
couraged by all consumers. If a preserva- 
tive must be used, it is far safer to use 
the sulphur dioxide (that is, the gas aris- 
ing from the ‘burning sulphur,) than to in- 
dulge in the indiscriminate use of salicylic 
acid, but if the milkmen will give us pure, 
undoctored milk, they would receive the 
thanks of all lovers of good, pure lacteal 
fluid, and especially of the babies.

For School Extension. 
CONFERENCE BETWEEN GOUNCILMEN 
AND SCHOOL BOARD MEMBERS. 


The conference, as previously arranged, 
between members ofthe Council and of 
the school board, regarding the calling of 
a school-board election, was held yester- 
day afternoon in the Couneil chamber. 
There were present Councilmen Rhodes, 
Munson, Smith, Pessell ang Innes, Super- 
intendent Search, Assistant Superinten- 
dent Forshay, Mrs. Hughes and Messrs. 
Trask, Ashman, Stein and Wills and Pres- 
ident Pepper. 

Previous to the oon ference the members 
of the school board met in the superinten- 
dent's office and, after a few minor amend- 
ments, adopted à recommendation pre- 
pared under direction of Superintendent 
Search. recommendation, as 
amended, was submitted to the joint con- 
ference. It was as folloss : 
“Mrs. Hughes and Gentlemen: 


In any event the industrial high school 


since 


the report made by my predecessor under 
date of November 10, 1893, the building 
needs of the city schools have been in- 
tensified and should be reconsidered in 
the light of present greater necessities. I 
beg leave to offer the following recom- 


mendations: | 
GENERAL. 

“First—All buildings shall be located 
with reference to future convenience, tak- 
ing into consideration also the possible 
location of buildings subsequently to be 
erected. 

“Second—The plan of erecting small 
buildings should be discontinued. Small 
buildings call for an expensive administra- 
tion, and subsequent enlargement can fill 
the city only with unsightly architecture. 
Even the eight-room building is not ideal. 
The needs of the kindergarten and the 
primary grades call for ten and 
twelye-room. buildings in order to 
_provide for- below the. ninth. 
and in one schocl. 

Third—I question the propriety of put- 
ting large sums of money in an old build- 
ing, when a new one would in every way 
be more satisfactory for future necessities. 

Fourth—The City Council should be 
urged to suppiement the aggregate of spe- 
cific apportionments by a sufficient sum 
to provjde for all underestimates and emer- 
gencies not herein taken into sonsidera- 
tion. 

SPECIFIC RECOMMENDATIONS. 
“First—The addition of eight rooms to 
the Castelar-street school, with purchase 
of additional ground. 

nd—Four rooms additional to the 
hae e-street school, with addition to 
grounds. 

Third— The addition of four rooms to 
the Union-avenue building, and purchase 
of additional grounds. 

‘“‘Fourth—The building of an industrial 
high school in the vicinity of Seventh 
street or Eighth street and Broadway. 
This building should cost $100,000, with 
the addition of $20,000 for equipment, and 
‘also enough for purchase of grounds. It 
should be the pride of the city. A cheaper 
building could be erected, but it would 
not be large enough for more than present 
demands. This building should contain 
an auditorium, gymnasium, offices of the 
superintendent and Board of Education, 
besides other necessary laboratories and 
classrooms. This building might . be 
erected on the Spring-street lot, in which 
case the present Spring-street school could 
be accommodated by the twelve- room 
building, as specified in recommendation 
No. 5, and also by a twelve-room building 
in the vicinity of Fifth and Olive streets.
